Everlnxly un- 
derstands ih a Mr. Oladstcme has not justi- 
fied the plan i f campaign further than to 
axprew his cou /iction that it was conceived 
and put into openition with a view of ward- 
ing ufT a greater evil, and the Yorkshire 
electors were probably influenced in casting 
their votes, quite as Uttle by the attitude of 
Mr. (il.Klstone toward the plan of campaign, 
as they were by the views of the king of 
Dahomey ou the Bulgarian question. 

A great deal of curiosity is maiiifeste<l to 
observe the working of the new rules of pro- 
cedure which go into effect to^lay.

Work on the Piors to be Rasomed 
This Week, and the Super* 
itnietnra to ba Oea- 
maaead ■ooa. 



In a recent interview with the (^ovitii;- 
ington Commonwealb, (Jivil Engineer 
Bandolph, of Iba KentookyOantral Rail- 
road, aaya aotive proparatioiii4 have been 
in progress some time lookinK to a gen- 
eral raaomption of work on the Hontlnf* 
ton bridge at Cincinnati. Tiie work on 
the piers he thoaght would be resumed 
this week. 

The massive castings and wroaght iron 
pieces for the snperstrnct'ire are rapidly 
arriving at Covington. By the Ist of 
March the operationa of pntting ap the 
auperstrnctnre will be commenced and 
trains will h ^ ran into the G and Oantral 
Depot by January 1st nexL 

The enti e width of the bridge will be 

70 feet from " out t') out," rhvh the Cotn- 
monwealth. Ia ttie center directly over 
the piers is tha roadway, thirty feet wide, 
for two tracks for the ste.itn cars. On eaeh 
side of this is a solid wall tilled in so that 
horses can notgotavan aglimpsa of pass- 
ing trtiinfl, staam or amoke. 

On each side of the central roa l way is 
» narrower roadway for wagons, each 
twelve feet nine incites wide, and on these 
will probably be placed the street car 
tracks. Outside the latter are the walks 
for foot passengers, each five feet nine 
inches wida. Theae foot walks are car- 
ried by largo braees or arms extending 
from the lower and central part of the 
bridge. It iS thssa narrow passages 
which will undoubtedly cut an important 
figure in the question of cheap aad rapid 
transportation aeroas tba rivar. When 
soanded for his views on this point Mr. 
Bandolph sujjgested that the extra cost 
OB thaaa ionr entsida pssigss woald not 
be very great and almost all got out of 
them would be clear gain, as the bridge 
was built for tba railroad trsaka. Ha bad 
no idea what Mr. Huntington's policy 
would be, bat he was satisfied it weald 
canse a decided ahakini ap ia the bridge 
and ferry business at that point. It is 
known in certain circles, adds the Com- 
monwealth, that a syndieate of capital- 
ists is crystalising, with a view to eetab- 
lisbing either an eleotrie or cable liaa 
aeroH the new bri<U<'.
